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RADIANT LIGHT 


AS THE RAYS OF THE SUN break through the clouds and illuminate the sea, 
they create a dazzling path of light, shimmering across the watery ex- 
panse. Such a sight betokens the day that is coming when the radiant 
light of the glory of the presence of the Lord will suddenly burst forth 


from heaven, dispelling the clouds of confusion and fear and flooding the 


earth with its supernal splendor. 


It is to this coming event that Jesus referred 
when He spoke of those supernatural aspects 
accompanying His own return: “And then shall 
appear the sign of the Son of man in heaven: and 
then shall all the tribes of the earth mourn, and 
they shall see the Son of man coming in the clouds 
of heaven with power and great glory” (Matt. 
24: 30). 

The Greek word here translated “appear” 
means literally to shine; that is, to be manifested 
by luminous rays of light. Thus, the shining 
forth of the radiant light of the glory of the Lord 
will signal His arrival and presence. Paul de- 
clared that the mystery of iniquity will be 
destroyed in that brightness: “Whom the Lord 
shall consume with the spirit of his mouth, and 
shall destroy with the brightness of his coming” 
(II Thess. 2: 8). 

“When the sign of the Son of man shines 
forth in the heavens, the veneer that has cloaked 
all false systems, creeds and dogmas, whether 
stemming from the teachings of Protestantism 
or Roman Catholicism, will be stripped away. 
Its soul-penetrating heavenly light will reveal 
the truth so that all may see and know. In that 
day the lethargy of formalism and the apathy 
of ritualism will be replaced by a new spirit of 
genuine enthusiasm and revival. But those who 
have been responsible for the deception that has 
prevented millions from receiving the truth will 
know that Light only as a shaft that will pierce 
their souls like a fiery sword, for Jesus declares 
that in the day of its shining forth there will 
be great mourning. The very nature of this 
coming demonstration of His presence is such 


that it must be the final one to be made manifest 
to ‘this generation.” (Documentary Studies, 
Vol. IIT, p. 559.) 

When the radiance of His presence is mani- 
fested in the heavens, all religious doctrines 
which lack a sound Biblical basis will crumble 
into the dust of nothingness, as mere clay disin- 
tegrates in the presence of the heat of an atomic 
blast. During the last decade the world economic 
situation has greatly deteriorated, so much so 
that today the outlook is ominous. This, cou- 
pled with the fact of a definite decadence in the 
religious outlook, gives significant import to the 
following appraisal: 

“When the climax of the chronological time- 
periods which have set bounds to the activities 
of great religious systems coincides with the 
hour that unrighteous Mammon — the world 
economy of Babylon the Great —is ripe for 
judgment, the time for this heavenly manifesta- 
tion to make its appearance will have come.” 
(Documentary Studies, Vol. III, p. 559.) 

Yet how few, even among Christians, are 
aware of how soon this important signal is to 
appear, climaxing the end of the age. When this 
sign of the Son of man shines forth, consternation 
will be rampant on every hand. But for the 
watchers it will be a time when their patience 
and faithfulness will be fully rewarded. The 
exhortation in Luke 21:36, as translated by 
Ferrar Fenton, is addressed to them: “Watch, 
therefore, at every season, offering prayer; so 
that you may be prepared to escape all the 
coming calamities, and take your stand in the 
presence of the Son of Man.” 
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cAmerican Taétical Error 





WILL AMERICA AWAKEN to the full menace of Soviet in- 
trigue only after World War III is fully launched? The 
warnings issuing from the Kremlin threatening the nations 
around with dire consequences if they resort to arming 
with nuclear weapons are not the utterances of a govern- 
ment seeking peace. Rather, it is a menacing gesture of 
dictatorial leaders bent on world aggression, seeking means 
to prevent the governments of other peoples from stopping 
them in the pursuit of their planned objective. Esdras fully 
describes the power and fear engendered by deceitful 
Communist despots: 


“And had power over the world with great fearfulness, and 
over the whole compass of the earth with much wicked oppres- 
sion; and so long time dwelt he upon the earth with deceit. For 
the earth hast thou not judged with truth. For thou hast afflicted 
the meek, thou hast hurt the peaceable, thou hast loved liars, 
and destroyed the dwellings of them that brought forth fruit, and 
hast cast down the walls of such as did thee no harm.” (II Esdras 
11: 40-42.) 


The leaders in the Kremlin know they are in no danger 
at all from the smaller nations around them, even though 
those nations were to possess modern weapons for their 
protection. Those weapons would not be used unless Soviet 
Russia attacked. But there is great danger to peaceful peo- 
ples if they do not prepare to counter evil aggression by 
possessing the most modern weapons available. Soviet 
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Russia is preparing for nuclear warfare, making ready to 
strike and using the fear technique to prevent her intended 
victims from preparing to strike back. 

It has been impossible to secure sincere support from the 
Kremlin for any plan for disarmament. Even their propa- 
ganda calling for a cessation in the nuclear arms race is 
for other nations to accept and act upon, not for Soviet 
Russia herself. She refuses to allow any inspection teams 
whatever to go behind the iron curtain and without such an 
arrangement, there is nothing whatever to prevent Soviet 
Russia from breaking any agreement made regarding the 
manufacture and testing of nuclear weapons. Because their 
word is worthless, they will not be bound to observe the 
requirements of any covenant they make. As Bill Cunning- 
ham recently stated: ““The Hungarian massacre is the 
latest example of how far the Russian word — any Russian 
word — is to be trusted.” 

Great Britain found out to her dismay that a Soviet 
Russia prepared to strike with nuclear bombs could force 
her to capitulate. A story never denied serves to emphasize 
the impossibility of the free world remaining free long 
unless they are able to meet and overcome Soviet threats. 
On his radio broadcast of May 4, 1957, Bill Cunningham 
made the following comment: 

‘Britain called off her attack on the Suez Canal, not so much 
because of our pressure but because of at least a veiled threat 
Russia made to blow Britain off the face of the earth with nuclear 
rockets already on the launching racks in East Germany and 
aimed at the British Isles. That may also explain the sudden 
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change in Britain’s entire defense plan, the cutting back of her 
army and the virtual scrapping of her traditionally all-powerful 
navy.” 

The American government made a serious tactical error 
in the light of this threat, for which we will yet pay a terri- 
ble price. That error was failing to serve notice on the 
Kremlin leaders that, if they moved to carry out their 
threat against Great Britain, they would have to reckon 
with immediate retaliatory measures by the United States, 
using whatever nuclear weapons were necessary. This 
would have checkmated the Soviet move. 

If we had outwitted Soviet Russia in this way, destroying 
the effectiveness of her threat against Great Britain by such 
a maneuver, the whole situation in the world would be less 
tense than it is now. We would be able to speak out with a 
strong voice to bring about a settlement of the Middle 
East dilemma and the Suez Canal would be freed from the 
control now exercised over it, in which Soviet Russia is 
playing such a major part. 

The unanswered question is: Why do we, as a govern- 
ment, continue to blindly assume that there is a possibility 
of coming to terms with the Kremlin bandits who are 
drunk with power? On his broadcast of May 12, 1957 Mr. 
Paul Harvey asked another pertinent question: 


“If the Communists really are bent on world conquest, with no 
concern or consideration for moral obligations or honor or even 
decency, why haven’t they jumped us already?” 


Air Force General Nathan F. Twining gives the answer 
to this question in one word — “‘fear.’’ General Twining 
said further that Soviet Russia is seriously seeking weapons 
with which they can do the job on us without fear of 
retaliation. And the instant they have weapons for which 
we don’t have answers, that’s D-day. 

Of what value, in view of this planning, is any agree- 
ment of open-sky inspection or nuclear weapon limitation 
when Soviet Russia is but awaiting the day when she hopes 
to catch us off guard? In the face of all this, President 
Eisenhower’s expectation of ultimately reaching an agree- 
ment with Soviet Russia becomes meaningless; in fact, its 
results are ominous and dangerous. Because our govern- 
mental leaders are failing to recognize what the prophets 
were instructed to pass on to us as warnings of the treachery 
of Soviet Russia, our nation is being brought face to face 
with a disastrous situation from which only Divine inter- 
vention can save us. Much suffering will result for our 
people because of inaptitude in national leadership, so 
strongly condemned by the prophets, as we approach the 
events of the Great and Terrible Day of the Lord. 





Inevitable End 





IT Is POINTED OUT in an editorial in The New York Times 
for April 27, 1957, that the Suez Canal crisis ‘‘has come to 
a provisional dead-end which, barring a later break- 
through, amounts to a Mideastern Munich.” President 
Nasser of Egypt emerges from the crisis exactly in the role 
that the Soviets, as stated in Premier Bulganin’s letter to 
Prime Minister Eden, wished him to have — the ‘“‘sov- 
ereign master of the Suez Canal,”’ able to hold the Western 
world at ransom. 
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Any guarantee given by Nasser is worthless, for he has 
shown that he has no respect for international law, nor is 
his own word reliable. Egypt is now in complete control of 
the Suez and can impose her terms upon all who use it. As 
stated editorially in Destiny for April 1957, as the result 
of compelling Great Britain and France to withdraw from 
the Canal Zone: : 


“The question naturally arises, Just how are we to compel 
Nasser to recognize the need of administering the Suez Canal in 
the interests of all concerned? Already he threatens to close it to 
those whom he wishes to penalize. If and when the Canal is 
finally opened, will he refrain from using it as a lever to extract 
advantages for himself and for Egypt from the West? If he uses 
the Canal for this purpose, what are we going to do about it?” 


The present complete surrender to Nasser, in the light 
of our having pressured the withdrawal of military action 
against Egypt, proves how powerless we are to act effec- 
tually. The appeasement of Nasser is a complete victory 
for Soviet Russia, the power behind Egyptian action and 
the one who will profit greatly by present Egyptian tactics. 

Egypt, having now won the major round with the West, 
will, under Soviet probing and tuition, bring about a 
situation that will become even more difficult to handle. 
The present appeasement of Egypt will yet prove to be the 
road to war, not peace. Nasser’s victory over the West 
will very likely lead to further demands on Egypt’s part 
until an impasse is finally reached. Then the West will be 
forced to move under conditions far from favorable to 
them, which will prove disastrous for the peace of the 
world. The resulting circumstances will play directly into 
the hands of Soviet Russia, enabling her to carry out 
plans of aggression which have the domination of the Mid- 
dle East as their objective. 





Ex-Communist’s Testimony 





IT Is WELL to heed the testimony of those who, having been 
a member of the Communist Party, know a great deal 
about their purposes and plans. In the following report we 
have evidence why the propaganda is so persistent for the 
fluoridation of water supplies of American cities. Mr. 
Oliver Kenneth Goff, now a Christian and having com- 
pletely severed relationships with the Communist Party, 
makes the following sworn statement: 


*T, Oliver Kenneth Goff, was a member of the Communist 
Party and the Young Communist League, from May 2, 1936 to 
October 9, 1939. During this period of time, I operated under the 
alias of John Keats and the number 18-B2. My testimony before 
the Government is incorporated in Volume 9 of the Un-American 
Activities Report for the year 1939. 

*‘While a member of the Communist Party, I attended Com- 
munist underground training schools outside the city of New 
York; in the Bues Hall, and 113 East Wells St., Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin. The East Wells St. school operated under the name 
of the Eugene Debs School. Here, under the tutoring of Eugene 
Dennis, M. Sparks, Morris Childs, Jack Kling and others, we 
were schooled in the art of revolutionary overthrow of the estab. 
lished government. 

“‘We were trained on how to dismantle and assemble mimeo- 
graph machines, to use for propaganda purposes during the 
revolution; how to work on guide wires and fuel lines of airplanes 
so that they would either burst into flames or crash to the ground 
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because of lack of control; how to work on ties and rails to wreck 
trains; and also the art of poisoning water supplies. 

*‘We discussed quite thoroughly the fluoridation of water 
supplies and how we were using it in Russia as a tranquilizer in 
the prison camps. The leaders of our school felt that if it could be 
induced into the American water supply, it would bring about a 
spirit of lethargy in the nation; where it would keep the general 
public docile during a steady encroachment of Communism. We 
also discussed the fact that keeping a store of deadly fluoride near 
the water reservoir would be advantageous during the time of the 
revolution, as it would give us opportunity to dump this poison 
into the water supply and either kill off the populace or threaten 
them with liquidation, so that they would surrender to obtain 
fresh water. 

“We discussed in these schools the complete art of revolution: 
the seizure of the main utilities, such as light, power, gas and 
water; but it was felt by the leadership, that if a program of 
fluoridating of the water could be carried out in the nation, it 
would go a long way toward the advancement of the revolution.” 


This frank statement leaves no doubt about the source 
of the unreasonable attacks upon those who are in opposi- 
tion to the fluoridation of city water supplies. This is but 
one phase of the Karl Marx program, which is aimed first 
at destroying the great middle class of people through a 
progressive system of constantly more and more exorbitant 
taxation, together with inheritance taxes which are de- 
structive of wealth. It should come as no surprise, there- 
fore, to be informed that the left-wing agencies of World 
Communism are making successful strides in the drive for 
the fluoridation of community water supplies, knowing 
this can be used as a degenerative tranquilizer acting upon 
the spirit and will of the people, thereby becoming a means 
to later gain control of whole populations. 

It is only natural that the American people are given 
plausible reasons for such projects, but basically the enemy 
is working for the introduction of methods he can later 
use to our complete disadvantage, if not extinction. The 
very fact that the enemy within has been so successful thus 
far indicates the extent to which their propaganda has been 
able to overcome their opponents, emphasizing the lack of 
alertness and the indifference on the part of our people to 
become aware of the subtle subversiveness behind the 
steps which have been taken. Grand Rapids, Michigan, 
was the first city fluoridated. This was in 1945. The Ameri- 
can Mercury for June 1957 presents the following report: 


“In the first four years, deaths from cancer increased 40 per 
cent, while the population increased less than 8 per cent. At the 
same time, deaths from kidney disease increased 50 per cent, 
and heart disease, 100 per cent. However, these increases were also 
caused by cancer. As the Bureau of Vital Statistics happens to be a 
part of the United States Public Health Service, which is also in 
charge of the nation’s Vital Statistics, it is concealing cancer deaths in 
Grand Rapids by placing them in these other classifications. Right 
here in these Committee hearings, the U. S. Public Health 
Service doctors, Dr. Nicholas Leone, Dr. Isadore Zipkin, and Dr. 
Knutson, admitted that a number of cancer deaths have been classified 
as intra-cranial lesions instead of being shown as cancer. It seems 
that they have now switched to an anatomical classification in 
which cancer of the stomach, for instance, is grouped with other 
stomach diseases and not shown as cancer at all. Exactly what they 
are placing in the cancer classification, no one knows. As long as 
the U. S. Public Health Service, with its Russian-born doctors, 
is in control of our nation’s vital statistics records and is ‘falsifying’ them, 
we will never be able to find out the exact number of persons killed by 
fluoridation.” 


American citizens have been so conditioned through 
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propaganda that even in the face of this report many will 
still strive to have the pollution of water supplies continued. 
It seems incredible, but, nevertheless, it is true. No wonder 
the Lord has declared that none are so blind as His own 


people. 








The Vittim and the Murderer 





AT THEIR MEETING on March 22, 1957, the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Massachusetts Council of Churches voted to go 
on record as opposing capital punishment and calling for 
the abolition of the death penalty in the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. In a letter recently sent to all members 
of the Massachusetts Legislature, they presented their 
stand and the reasons for taking it. In the booklet, Capztal 
Punishment: Its Origin and Need,* will be found the full 
Scriptural reasons why God gave the following statute as a 
part of the Law of the Lord: 


*‘Whoso killeth any person, the murderer shall be put to death. 
. . . Moreover, ye shall take no satisfaction for the life of a 
murderer, which is guilty of death [not even by substituting life 
imprisonment for that life]. . . . So ye shall not pollute the land 
wherein ye are: for blood it defileth the land: and the land cannot 
be cleansed of the blood that is shed therein, but by the blood of 
him that shed it.” (Num. 35: 30-33.) 


One of the reasons set forth in the letter calling for the 
abolition of capital punishment is: 


*‘Human life is sacred. It is God-given and, I believe, should 
be maintained as a sacred trust.” (Edwin H. Tuller.) 


But it is because God Himself has declared that human 
life is sacred that He emphasized the necessity to respect 
the life of another when He commanded: “‘Thou shalt not 
kill.”” Nevertheless, it was recognized from the beginning 
that there would be those who would violate this com- 
mandment and therefore God, as Judge and Lawgiver, 
promulgated those statutes in the Law of the Lord which 
demand that society bring to judgment the individual who 
kills another. If he is found to be a murderer, he must 
forfeit his own life. : 

Mr. Tuller also states in the above-mentioned letter: 


“If one person takes the life of another, this does not automati- 
cally grant the right of society to take another life in return.” 


In order to support this statement, Mr. Tuller adds: 
*‘God alone is the judge.” Yet, if he would consult his 
Bible, which is the Word of God, he would discover that 
God, as Judge, has passed sentence upon the murderer and 
enjoined society to execute those who, by violence, shed 
the blood of others, for such a one has failed to be deterred 
by cognizance of the sacredness of the life of his victim. 

Mr. Tuller goes on to cite Romans 12: 19 in which the 
statement is found, “‘Vengeance is mine; I will repay, saith 
the Lord.”’ How this points up the need among theologians 
to cease their careless handling of Scriptural statements 
lifted out of context and heed the sound advice of Paul to 
Timothy (II Tim. 2:15) to rightly divide the word of 
truth! 

Here the theologian is making the common mistake of

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applying instructions given to guide the individual in his 
personal conduct to the administration of justice by the 
government of the nation. The context of Romans 12: 19 
clearly shows that Paul was not referring in any sense to 
the crime of murder; he was instructing individual Chris- 
tians not to be vengeful for wrongs done to them. If their 
enemy is hungry, they are to feed him; if thirsty, to give 
him drink, etc. These exhortations are for Christians 
striving to become overcomers. It is absurd to attempt to 
use Paul’s statement to set aside the law of God relative 
to the national administration of justice in the land. 

When Mr. Tuller states that capital punishment is out- 
moded, he is undertaking to declare God was in error 
when He pronounced the death sentence upon those who 
violate the commandment: ““Thou shalt not kill.” Equally 
so, he is sitting in judgment upon a Divinely-given verdict 
when he opposes God’s directions given to society to 
execute those who violate this commandment. 

Perhaps the most inane argument presented in the 
letter is the contention that the death penalty contradicts 
the teachings of Jesus and denies His emphasis upon the 
value of the human personality. Jesus Himself stated that 
not one jot or one tittle of the law would pass away until 
all the utterances of the prophets were fulfilled. The day 
will never come when all prophecy will be fulfilled, for 
some of the predictions of the prophets are of such a 
nature that they have a continuing fulfillment. The Law 
of the Lord will, therefore, continue to be in force forever. 

A major part of the Divine law has to do with man’s 
relationship to man. Man is to love his neighbor, but if he 
descends to the opposite extreme and takes the life of 
another by violence, the death penalty for his crime is 
mandatory. Jesus not only confirmed all of the law but 
specifically condemned those who teach against even the 
least of the commandments. All those who accept Jesus 
Christ as their personal Saviour will enter his Kingdom, 
but if they have been in opposition to the administration of 
the laws of that Kingdom by repudiating their observance 
and leading others to do likewise, they will come under 
the condemnation pronounced by our Lord when He said: 


‘He shall be called the least in the kingdom of heaven.” 
(Matt. 5: 19.) 


The above-mentioned paper contends further: “There 
are no other arguments for capital punishment that can 
possibly outweigh the social, ethical, and spiritual harm 
which capital punishment inflicts upon the body of our 
citizenry.’’ A major argument that outweighs this is the 
record of violence inflicted upon the citizenry by criminals, 
at times in second and third offenses, which never could 
have occurred had the Law of the Lord been carried out. 
The execution of the criminal would have placed him 
beyond repeating his crime and relieved society of a 
menace that exists so long as the criminally-minded are 
allowed to live. 

To state that capital punishment does not deter the 
criminal has proved false in the case of kidnaping. Until 
it was made a capital crime to steal another human being, 
this violence against society was well on the road to getting 
completely out of control. Today men hesitate to commit 
this crime in their desire to ransom their victims for fear 
of the consequences if they are apprehended. While evil 
exists, crimes will be committed, but a society that fails to 
carry out the just laws of God in dealing with the criminals 
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will find that violence and bloodshed will increasingly 
afflict the land. To contend that swift execution of justice 
in taking the life of a murderer does not limit crime is to 
challenge God Himself who has declared that as a result of 
swift justice, followed by the prompt execution of the 
criminal according to the law: 


“‘And those which remain shall hear, and fear, and shall hence- 
forth commit no more any such evil among you.” (Deut. 19: 20.) 


Human life is indeed sacred and to guard the sacredness 
of the lives of innocent people, God has decreed that the 
life of the one who wilfully takes the life of another shall 
be forfeited — not just the life of his victim. Those who 
oppose capital punishment for the murderer seem to mani- 
fest more concern about the life of the criminal than that 
of his victim or the potential victims of those who will 
follow in his footsteps. 

Almighty God, who thoroughly understands the nature 
of man, knows that he desires to live, not die. Knowing 
this, He handed down laws that would deter men from 
committing crimes. It will not be until church leaders 
become acquainted with the majesty and justice of the 
Law of the Lord that they will be in a position to offer 
advice to the legislative branch of government as to the 
duty of society in the sight of God when dealing with 
questions of national administration and the just punish- 
ment of the criminal. 





Crushing the Hungarian Revolt. 





WE HAVE KNOWN of the refusal of the United States gov- 
ernment to grant permission for weapons to reach the 
Hungarian patriots which would have enabled them to 
defeat their Communist foes. The following excerpt from 
Williams Intelligence Summary for May 1957 gives details 
about this infamous double cross of the men fighting for 
their families and their lives, quoting a portion of a Fulton 
Lewis broadcast: 


“While the Soviet Red army attacked the Hungarians with 
tanks, Dulles and Eisenhower blocked Spain’s efforts to ship 
antitank guns to the Hungarians. Fulton Lewis revealed this 
administration crime in his newscast of March 27 and again 
April 22. Here is a transcript of the pertinent part of his March 
27 broadcast: 

***At the height of the November fighting, the Hungarian 
underground, finally despairing of U. S. aid, appealed to General 
Franco for weapons. The resolutely anti-Communist Spanish 
government agreed to deliver desperately-needed antitank 
equipment, provided the Spanish airmen were assured a refueling 
station before the return trip. 

** “The West German government, at the risk of pitiless Soviet 
reprisals, agreed to permit the secret landing and refueling on 
their soil of the Spanish planes. Both governments understood 
that the Spanish mission, if successful, would finally break the 
back of Kremlin tyranny. 

** *The U. S. State Department, through its intelligence agents, 
learned of the audacious liberation plan. With dispatch its repre- 
sentatives applied discreet but heavy pressures on West Germany 
and Spain. Deprived of weapons, the Hungarian freedom fighters 
were crushed. 

** Thus the Administration not only abandons its own libera- 
tion policy, but prevents the liberation of the martyred satellite 
peoples.’ 33 
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Communist Poland 





THE FOLLOWING excerpt from a report in Williams Intelli- 
gence Summary for May 1957 needs no comment. It is an 
indictment of the present American administration policy 
of purporting to fight Communism while at the same time 
giving support, with millions of American taxpayers’ 
money, to what are undoubtedly activities devoted to the 
extension of World Communism: 


“President Eisenhower and his appointees quite obviously 
base their foreign policy on preventing any action harmful to the 
Soviet Union, while making a great show of anti-Communist 
sentiment and action. As this goes to press, Eisenhower’s Secre- 
tary of State, Dulles, has just delivered a major address attacking 
Soviet imperialism, stating that the United States is working 
toward ‘the liberation of the captive nations.’ 

“But at the same time Dulles is reported, in the newspapers, 
to be planning to channel a huge sum, possibly $125,000,000 of 
foreign aid funds, to Communist Poland. (And Poland, in turn, 
was reported by the Associated Press, March 30, to be planning 
to pass on part of the juicy melon to the Communists in North 
Viet Nam, as announced by the Red Viet Nam radio.) 

“On April 2 a Chicago Tribune dispatch said President Eisen- 
hower told the Advertising Council, in an impromptu speech 
before that powerful propaganda body, that Americans must 
‘put up with present high taxes as the price of trying to win world 
peace’ and defeating Communism. Yet Eisenhower repeatedly 
has been reported as planning to give the money to Red Poland 
— that is, to the Red Polish government. 

“His excuse is that we must help the Polish people keep their 
independence from Moscow. Any high school boy can see that 
strengthening the gangster is not going to help his prey; and the 
so-called Polish independence revolt against Moscow last fall was 
too transparent even to be silly. Moscow simply let Polish-born 
Communist Gomulka become head of the Polish Communist 
government, and after a sham battle, which lasted only a few 
hours, granted Poland ‘independence.’ Gomulka’s proclamation 
declaring Poland’s independence from Moscow called for the 
closest cooperation with Moscow, including a military mutual 
defense pact, and warning the West not to make friendly passes 
at Poland.” 





eAnd Slow “Death 





THE INHABITANTs OF this world are rushing headlong 
toward a calamity of major proportions. Yet the approach 
of that day of destruction is so subtle that the average 
person seems to be completely unaware of its lurking 
dangers. Actually the annihilation of the human race is a 
definite and fearful possibility — unless God intervenes. 
In his radio broadcast of April 20, 1957, Paul Harvey 
revealed facts which go to confirm this appraisal: 


“Something new has been introduced into the cold war. We 
will have to call it by a new name. I think ‘slow war.’ A special 
Japanese envoy, Masatoshi Matsushita, has conferred today in a 
special Sunday session with Secretary Dulles in Washington, 
urging a halt to all nuclear tests. You see, already the air over 
Japan is so contaminated with radioactivity that rain water isn’t 
drinkable. We can’t stop unless they do, Secretary Dulles will 
Say, though he knows those winds from their testing grounds and 
ours are blowing our way. 

“This is important. In Japan’s air last week, for the first time, 
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H-bomb, but a new kind. Now watch! I predict that, if the Lon- 
don disarmament talks collapse, your government will have to 
admit the existence of a new threat. Slow war!” 


Mr. Harvey could also have added ‘‘and slow death.” 
This could be the lot of all the inhabitants of the earth 
unless all nations reach agreement respecting nuclear 
tests. However, the important factor in all this is the con- 
firmation of the words of Jesus, who foresaw such a peril 
threatening all life upon this globe when He said: 


“‘And except those days should be shortened, there should no 
flesh be saved.” (Matt. 24: 22.) 


Divine intervention must come soon, for the situation is 
definitely getting well out of hand. Communist Russia, 
ruthless in every respect, will not be deterred from con- 
tinued nuclear tests, even though it were to seal the doom 
of the people of Japan. Her leaders are well aware that the 
prevailing winds carry the contamination eastward from 
their proving grounds and further east to the North Ameri- 
can continent. However, Jesus also declared: 


“But for the elect’s sake those days shall be shortened.” (Matt. 
24: 22.) 


The elect are the people of His Kingdom, whose power 
to prevent an evil aggressor like Soviet Russia from overt 
acts of aggression against others has been broken. But the 
Prophet Daniel has informed us that when that power is 
broken, it will be the signal that the ending of the age is 
upon us. Thus the Day of Divine Assizement is at hand 
and, through His own intervention, God will intercept the 
ultimate self-destruction that man is now bent upon ac- 
complishing by his continued testing of nuclear weapons. 





Cooked Garbage 





IN AN ENDEAVOR to wipe out hog disease, the Massachu- 
setts Legislature passed a law compelling garbage to be 
cooked before it is fed to pigs. Two diseases affecting pigs 
are vesicular exanthema and trichinosis, which, it is claimed, 
can be controlled if all garbage fed to hogs is first cooked. 

Autopsies performed on human beings have shown evi- 
dence of trichinosis on an average of one out of six persons 
who never suspected that they had it. Under the health 
rules laid down by the Lord, the keeping of which He 
declared would free His people from the diseases afflicting 
those nations around them, the eating of the meat of the 
swine is forbidden: 


“Thou shalt not eat any abominable thing. . . . And the 
swine, because it divideth the hoof, yet cheweth not the cud, it is 
unclean unto you: ye shall not eat of their flesh, nor touch their 
dead carcase.”’ (Deut. 14:3 & 8.) 


Of the four-footed animals fit for food, only those having 
the divided hoof, and that chewed the cud, were designated 
as clean. Thus, animals which are vegetarians in their 
eating, consuming grass and foliage, are designated by the 
Law of the Lord as clean. One cannot conceive of sheep in 
the meadow or steers on the range eating garbage with the 
swine, nor can one conceive of a carnivorous animal chew- 
ing the cud. It is certain that a garbage-consuming hog 
would not do so either! 

It would be far better for the human race to consume 
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the cooked garbage in the first place, rather than feed it to 
a garbage-consuming animal and eat the flesh of a creature 
fattened on this kind of diet. It is not surprising that there 
is so much sickness in our midst. The wonder is that there 
are so many free from sickness as our nation continues to 
violate the rules of health laid down by God for our guid- 
ance. God has promised that, in the keeping of His com- 
mandments, statutes and judgments, which include dietary 
as well as hygienic laws: ‘“The Lord will take away from 
thee all sickness” (Deut. 7: 15). 


Why not put the Lord to a test by obeying all of His 
laws? If, as a nation, we would do this, it would soon 
empty our hospitals and bring health and well-being 
where today there is only sickness or the constant threat of 
it as the years advance. When the Lord becomes our Judge, 
our Lawgiver and our King, as stated in Isaiah 33: 22, 
then will be fulfilled the promise given in Isaiah 33: 24: 
**And the inhabitant shall not say, I am sick: the people 
that dwell therein [in the restored Kingdom] shall be for- 
given their iniquity.”

Conference (May 1922), that I first heard of the 

proclamation of the truth concerning the identity of 
the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peoples with the Israel (or Hebrew) 
people, as distinct from the Jews. My host in Genoa handed 
me a pile of books amongst which was one entitled Biblical 
Prophecies and the Great War. On opening this book at ran- 
dom the sight of a chapter-heading instantly caught my 
eye and electrified my brain. It posed the question: ‘‘Are 
the British the lost tribes??? Although this statement was 
phrased as a query rather than an assertion, I saw in a 
flash that it answered all the inarticulate interrogations of 
my mind. So startling was the impact of this idea that I 
closed the book with the involuntary ejaculation: ‘‘J have 
known that all my life!” 

Obviously, my thought processes had already arrived at 
this conclusion subconsciously. It needed only the spark 
contained in that challenging assertion to turn darkness 
into light so that what had been confused and obscure now 
revealed itself to be focused clearly and illuminated. 

In a similar manner this revelation of Biblical truth has 
dawned for countless others. No single individual can 
claim to be the original discoverer of the identity theory, 
if such it may be termed, although for many it came with 
all the force of an original discovery. One of the most 
striking of the indirect evidences of its validity is the fact 
that it represents the conclusion arrived at by scholars and 
students in all parts of the globe, acting entirely inde- 
pendently along their own particular line of research. It is 
a remarkable example of the inspiration of the spirit of 
God at work in the hearts and minds of men. 


Queering the Pitch 


On returning to London in October 1922, it was a sur- 
prise to find that representatives of associations in all parts 
of the world were meeting at a Congress aimed at co- 
ordinating the efforts being made to proclaim the truth 
regarding the origin, mission and destiny of our race. As 
the truth began to spread, however, a curious sequence of 
events transpired which tended to queer the pitch, so that 
at times it seemed as if invisible forces were in operation 
trying to prevent o1 retard the great awakening from 
coming quickly to full fruition. 


The Chosen People 


Thus, in the 20’s of this Century, meetings were held 
frequently, making use of the currently popular phrase: 
“the chosen people.”? But the advent of Nazism in 1933, with 
its fervid propaganda about the “‘Herrenvolk,” created a 
tidal wave of scorn and resentment that made it virtually 
impossible to continue using that phrase. As a direct conse- 
quence of the false claim of the Germans to be ‘‘the master 
race,’ the doctrine of the chosen people, although a true 
one, is no longer an acceptable topic for presentation to 
the public mind. 

A similar situation arose immediately following the 
creation of the Israeli state in 1948, when, through ig- 
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norance of the clear distinction between the Israel people 
and the Jews, journalists everywhere gave publicity to the 
popular habit of referring to the Israeli state as Israel. 
Prior to this it had been a main plank in identity propa- 
ganda to speak of ‘‘Jsrael in the Isles’? or, as an alternative, 
adopt the abbreviation: “‘Britain is Israel.’? ‘Today it has 
become impossible to speak in public about Israel without 
causing confusion due to the obsession that the terms 
**Israel”’ and ‘“‘Jew”’ are synonymous and that the term 
**Israel”’ is the exclusive title of the modern Jewish state. 





Kingdom of Israel 


Perhaps the most deceptive of these crosscurrents is the 
latest phase of development, described dramatically as 
follows by Sefton Delmer. Thus, in a recent ‘‘Jntelligence 
Report,” the Daily Express informs its readers: 


**The open assassination of Dr. Israel Kastner, accused of hav- 
ing betrayed Jews to the Nazis, has highlighted the existence of a 
new Israeli terrorist group, modeled on the old Stern Gang. The 
organization is called “The Kingdom of Israel’ and has a mem- 
bership consisting mainly of youngsters anxious to emulate the 
deeds of the old terrorist groups. 

“Its aim is the re-establishment of the Biblical kingdom’s 
borders which are held to encompass all of Palestine, West Jordan 
and Sinai, as well as parts of Syria and Lebanon. These ideas are, 
of course, vehemently condemned in official quarters. But the 
idea of a reborn Kingdom of Israel has undoubtedly caught on 
with large sections of Israeli youth.” 


A year ago comment was made in these columns on the 
military parade at Haifa, at which, on Israeli independence 
day, young girls marched by in military formation armed 
with automatic rifles. Photographs published a month ago 
in the London Zimes now show Syrian “‘girl gunners” 
marching six abreast in military formation carrying sub- 
machine guns. What kind of a ‘“‘kingdom of Israel’’ is this 
going to be that establishes itself at the cost of the lives of 
Jewish and Arab girls in their twenties, deliberately 
schooled in the art of warfare, armed with instruments of 
violent death in their hands? 


A Spiritual Capital 


Incidentally, the boast of this new terrorist group that 
they aim at restoring the Biblical kingdom’s borders serves 
to confirm the fears so often expressed by surrounding 
Arab nations as to the Israeli expansionist ambitions. 
Indeed, maps of “‘Eretz-Israel,’’ showing the present boun- 
daries of the Jewish state extended to include territories 
from the River Nile to the River Euphrates, have been 
captured by the Arabs during border raids, thus providing 
confirmation of the seriousness of Israeli intentions despite 
official denials. An incongruous element in this cherished 
dream resides in the fact that the Southern Kingdom of 
Judah, from which the Jews, as a remnant of Judah, were 
originally derived, was, at the height of its glory, never 
more than a fraction of the nation as a whole. The northern 
Kingdom of Israel was the predominant partner and 
represented ten of the tribes instead of merely two. 
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Understandably enough, the Arab attitude to these 
pretentions remains implacably hostile, regardless of the 
grounds upon which such claims are made. Thus, in his 
broadcast at the Moslem Feast of Merrag recently, King 
Hussein declared: 

“We hope that this day will remind us of our spiritual capital, 
Jerusalem. Palestine, with its holy places and glorious history, is 
still the scene of fierce battles which face the Arabs. Our peaceful 
land is threatened by World Jewry and Zionism. But we shall 
win. We speak constantly of the promised day when we will 
impose our own solution. We shall choose our time, not the 
Jews.” 


It is not without significance that this speech was fol- 
lowed by a review in Cairo of the reconstructed Egyptian 
Army’s Fourth Mechanized Division, at which King 
Saudi of Arabia took the salute. As the Daily Telegraph 
correspondent describes the ceremony: 


“The Arab kings saw 500 armored vehicles, including T-34 
Stalin tanks and Czechoslovak armored cars. Scores of Iluyshin 
(Russian) bombers and MIG-19 jet fighters of the Egyptian Air 
Force flew overhead. About 700 Egyptian officers of all Services 
cheered the royal visitors.” 


World Jewry Feared 


To the majority of people uninitiated into the com- 
plications of the Arab-Jewish conflict, there may at first 
sight seem to be something inconsequential about Arab 
nations expressing fear at the ambitions of an infant 
entity such as the nine-year-old Israeli state. But behind 
the Jewish state looms the international financial power of 
World Jewry. This power is feared by the Arabs more than 
the power of the Third International in Moscow, and it 
was the shadow of this influence behind the scenes which 
prompted the Jordanian premier to proclaim in Amman 
on a recent occasion: 


“Two of the greatest dangers facing the Middle East today are 
Israel and Communism. But Israel is the most imminent, and 
therefore the most threatening, danger. Communism comes only 
second. We do not fear aggression from Communism but from 
Israel.” 


Area of Controversy 


Meanwhile, it is interesting to observe the increasing use 
by the world’s press of Biblical vocabulary when describing 
current events as they unfold. Thus the Israeli Foreign 
Minister, speaking of ‘‘the Gaza hoax,” as a result of which 
the UN forces had ‘“‘abdicated control to returning Egyp- 
tian administrators,’’ claimed that, provided the promise 
of ‘‘guarantees ensuring freedom from further attacks by 
Egypt on land or sea were forthcoming, then the area of 
controversy could be greatly reduced.’’ Since the im- 
potence of the UN gives no prospect of any such guarantees 
being forthcoming, the area of controversy is more likely 
to be extended. What is taking place is a part of the Lord’s 
controversy with the nations. 

Moreover, Moscow Radio recently fell into prophetic 
phraseology, no doubt unwittingly, when, in condemning 
the United States for ‘‘making a show of force by moving 
units of the Sixth Fleet into Arab waters,”’ it proclaimed: 

“The West is attempting vengeance in Jordan. The Soviet 
Union cannot ignore the events in this area since the situation is 
the result of flagrant foreign intervention, the product of a new 
imperialist bloc, representing a serious threat to peace. The 
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new state of tension, linked with the Jordanian events, is pregnant 
with grave dangers. It may lead to serious consequences. We 
openly tell those who like military adventures to stop playing 
with fire. It could durn them to ashes.” 


This outburst represents a somewhat distorted version of 
the prophetic picture, but the prophets do link up the Day 
of Vengeance with the Year for the Recompense of the 
Controversy of Zion, while Malachi caps this by saying 
that the Day of the Lord “‘shall burn as an oven” (Mal. 
4:1). 

As a counterblast to the one-sided blustering accusations 
of Moscow Radio, two important admissions have now 
been made arising out of the revelations of the ‘‘Suez 
Secrets” by the Bromberg brothers. * The first admission is 
that Israeli specialists had requested extra military supplies 
from the French Minister of Defense prior to the Sinai 
invasion, but M. Bourges-Manoury claimed that his 
action in arming Israel was justified because it was done 
“‘to counteract the super-arming of Egybt.” 


Chosen to Rule 


The second admission was made by Dr. Adenauer when, 
on April 13th, he stated categorically that ‘“Russia’s arming 
for aggression was evidenced by the arms depot found in 
Sinai, which was to have served Soviet troops in their 
thrust to the Mediterranean.’’ Moreover, the West Ger- 
man Premier continued: 


“The United States plan for ending the production of nuclear 
weapons proved that the free world wanted peace. The Soviet 
Union only needs to agree and there would be peace. But it was 
unrealistic to forgo the most modern weapons on principle, in the 
present world situation, where the Soviet Union, a fran- 
tically expansive power, believed it had been chosen to rule 
the world under Communism.” 


From which it is seen that Communism now stands 
forth as yet another candidate for playing the role as a 
chosen people. That the force of Communist infiltration 
is subtle in its penetrating power is evidenced by the fact 
that already its impact is tending to split the countries of 
the Arab bloc, one from the other. Thus the cry of the Iraqi 
premier, when he said: ‘‘ This zs already a real war against the 
physical menace of Russia,’’ was echoed more recently still by 
the Jordanian newspaper, Kifaa-al-Islam, when it averred: 


“We are your soldiers, King Hussein, so long as you are in the 
fighting ranks of Allah the Compassionate. From north to south 
and from east to west, both banks of the Jordan, thousands are 
looking to the Royal Palace with loyalty. Who are the gnomes 
who live only in darkness, treachery and conspiracy, the people 
who have been spreading poison in the country? The pens of 
Egypt spread poison to create confusion, disorders and destruc- 
tion in Jordan.” 


At the time of the Feast of Bairam, following the Fast of 
Ramadan, subversive ‘‘Egyptian” elements in Jordan had 
been eliminated through the declaration of martial law 
throughout the land. The fierceness of internal rivalries and 
conflicting interests between individual members of the 
Arab bloc does not divert them from their willingness to 
combine to destroy their common enemy, Israel.

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Our Heritage: The Bible

PART IV 
The Bible Withstands Attack 





AN WE TRUusT the Bible? This is a question that is 
being frequently asked today and it is right that 
we should first consider who makes this inquiry. 

This question was first raised in German universities, 
but those who asked it were not the followers of Martin 
Luther. Let this be taken carefully into consideration. 
The supporters of the Reformation never raised the 
question as to the trustworthiness of the Bible. 


Reformation and the Bible 

Let it be remembered that the Reformation was 
bitterly opposed by political action; by administrative 
power exercised without mercy; by all the power of the 
ecclesiastical machine backed by the power of the 
Papal states of Europe. It was made a matter of life 
and death to possess a copy of the Scriptures and con- 
fess the faith of the Reformation. 

Even in England, usually so free, men and women 
went to the stake and were burned by English men and 
women for the profession of their faith. They went to 
their death as martyrs to the truth, innocently con- 
demned. By their condemnation and execution, kings 
and parliaments, priests and laymen, became guilty of 
murder in the highest degree. For this they will yet 
stand at the bar of justice of the King of Israel and will 
yet give an accounting for these things, although they 
passed away with their own age. 

The source of the strength of the Reformation was 
the Bible, the inspired Word of God. The strength of 
the resistance to the Reformation was thrown against 
the Scriptures. It was thrown against the translation of 
the Scriptures into the English language. It was thrown 
against the printing of the Scriptures. It was thrown 
against the circulation and possession of the Scriptures. 
But all along the line the fight against the dissemina- 
tion of the Scriptures was lost. 


Reliability of the Bible 
Now the weight of the opposition is thrown against 
the inspiration, the historicity and the over-all accu- 
racy of the Scriptures. It is, nevertheless, a continuation 
of the onslaught against the free doctrines of the Ref- 
ormation. But laying aside the physical weapons which 
caused much bodily suffering and led to many martyr- 
doms, mental weapons are now being wielded with 
equal force. Physical weapons may not now be used in 
Europe and Britain, but the struggle against the prin- 

ciples of the Reformation is not yet over. 
It has succeeded to the extent that many of those 
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who would fain support the Sciiptures have been made 
captive in their thinking and reasoning and have be- 
come the bondservants of the enemy. They are like 
Samson Agonistes, enslaved, with eyes put out, grind- 
ing the mills of the Philistines, and making sport for 
them at the same time! Thus we would name men who 
believe themselves to be Protestant, and who are active 
against the claims of those who attack the Reformation 
in the matter of forms of worship and ritualisms, taking 
the field with courage and vigor against the Romanizing 
section of the Church. Nevertheless, they are at the 
same time actively giving support to, or failing to raise 
their voice against, the propaganda impugning the 
historicity and reliability of the Scriptures. 


Modernism and the Bible 

The Modernist attack upon the accuracy and the in- 
spiration of the Scriptures is being engineered by those 
who have never ceased to attack the Reformation and 
the “little book open” (Rev. 10: 1-2). But they are not 
working alone. Resurgent Judaism is in the closest sym- 
pathy with everything that will tend to overthrow, not 
the Reformation only, but the whole of the Christian 
faith. Take the list of the outstanding fathers of the 
Modernist attack upon the Bible whose names have 
been the leading men in the German universities ( Well- 
hausen as one example) and it will be found that they 
were German Jews. , 

Two forces, Jesuit and Judaist, have combined to 
undermine the foundation of our faith; namely, the 
whole Scriptures. In this they have secured the coopera- 
tion of Protestant men of England, Scotland and Ameri- 
ca. They have made subtle attempts to minimize the 
importance of the Bible itself as a guide in Christian 
living. More than that, Judaism has been aggressively 
active in recent years in a concerted drive (in the name 
of freedom of religion!) to force the discontinuance of 
any sort of reference to the Bible in public schools. 

The supporters of the Reformation have been caught 
asleep. They have slept on the laurels their fathers won 
at the expense of life and fortune. They have shep- 
herded in a perfunctory manner the descendants of 
the sheep their fathers had gathered, scattering to them 
with none too liberal hand the supplies of Biblical 
food their fathers had prepared. So peaceful were the 
times that they neither girded themselves to defend 
their charge, nor to attack the enemies of the faith. 
Thus the last generation of the supporters of the Ref- 
ormation were routed, horse, foot and artillery. Those 
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who maintained their ground did so more because their 
particular charges had not been acutely subjected to the 
attacks of the Modernist enemy. 

But now the enemy is within their walls at every 
point and is attacking the validity of the Bible. Thus 
we say that the question as to the validity of the 
Scriptures was raised by Jesuit and Judaist. The Jesuit 
is still pressing his campaign to overthrow the Protestant 
faith. His own writings up to date will give absolute 
proof of that. The forces of Judaism are still pressing 
their campaign, and are doing so hand in hand with 
the Jesuits. Their own writings also make this clear. 
The Modernist within our ranks, and especially within 
the universities, is acting with both of these, although 
not directly so. 


Methods of Attack 

The next thing necessary to do is to reconnoitre their 
methods. Chief attention has been focused on the re- 
liability of the Bible itself. In this respect the Modernists 
have assumed certain definite positions. 

They assert in the first place that there is confusion 
arising from the various names of God in the Bible. 
Each name is supposed to have represented, in the 
beginning, a different religion. From the sources of such 
religions it has been assumed that the original Bible 
materials were drawn. These materials were then sup- 
posed to have been worked in together to form the text 
of the Holy Scriptures, the various names of God being 
retained in the documents so incorporated. From this 
citadel they must now withdraw. It is an untenable 
position.*® 

They have asserted next that there is more than one 
story of the creation, and that these do not agree with 
each other. It was a fatal move for the enemy of the 
inspired Scriptures when he entered into this citadel. 
There are not two or more accounts of the creation; 
there is one sequent account, dealing with progressive 
stages of creation history. 

They have caused it to be believed that science has 
demonstrated the theory of evolution against the Bibli- 
cal account of the creation. As a matter of fact this is 
not true. Science has demonstrated no such thing. 

That there was a progressive creation the Scriptures 
assert and the defenders of the faith of the Reformation 
believe. But that there has been a continuous evolution, 
and that species ascended from lower forms of life by 
inherent powers, science does not demonstrate and true 
students of the Bible do not believe. It remains for those 
who have an animus against the Bible to propound 
these theories which are nowhere shown to be sup- 
ported by fact. They are the left wing of the forces 
attacking the Bible. 

Many will say, Why should we trouble about it 
anyway? God either worked by successive creative 
acts or once for all He placed within the orders of life 
the inherent power to ascend in the scale of being. If 
we were simply seeking for an explanation of God and 
His methods of working in His universe, it might not be 
a matter of great importance. If we were Mohamme- 
dans or Buddhists making the same inquiry, or even

cents postpaid, Destiny Publishers, Merrimac, Mass. 
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if we were Roman Catholics who build their faith upon 
the dictums of the Church which they accept as their 
final authority, it might not be, for us, a matter of 
prime importance. But being Christians who build upon 
the written Word of God, it is of the first importance 
to us, for these theories of men are at variance with 
what is recorded in the Scriptures. 

It is because it is so important to the Protestant 
Christian that the integrity of the Bible be maintained 
that the creation narrative is being so persistently at- 
tacked. If faith in the inspired Scriptures can be 
shaken in the mind of the Christian, then he will 
easily turn to the voice of the Church, or at all events 
he will turn away from his living Christian faith. The 
first would satisfy the Jesuit; the second would be a 
satisfaction to Judaizers. 

With all this in view the creation narrative has been 
attacked and the evolutionary theory has been substi- 
tuted. For if the latter were thought to be true, the 
Bible would be held to be mistaken and consequently 
not inspired. Accordingly, it is said that science has 
established the theory of evolution. Science, however, 
has done no such thing. So patently is this the case 
that evolutionists do not now as a rule flatly state that 
it is so; they say, “It is generally accepted by the best 
scholars.” But the best scholars to speak for science are 
scientists and leading men in that realm declare that 
evolution has not been demonstrated but remains only 
a working hypothesis. 

For instance, one scientific definition given is that 
the term “evolution” means only a process of creation. 
But a process of creation is what the Bible sets forth. 
The whole evolution movement will have failed of its 
aim if this is the accepted definition. Then, instead of 
disturbing faith in the Scriptures, it will confirm it. 

Doubtless much useful work has been done by tex- 
tual criticism, and even by higher criticism. When an 
army enters a field and undertakes military works, the 
works so constructed are usable by either side as the 
tide of battle ebbs and flows, giving possession first to 
one side and then to the other. Thus it was in the 
Great War when the Germans prepared the material 
for the building of the pipe line to Jerusalem which 
would carry water to the army marching across the 
desert. That preparation fell into the hands of the 
British and was used by them to defeat the enemy and 
to water the land. 

Higher critics and Modernists have done much that 
will be useful to the rising generation of the defenders 
of the inspired Scriptures. 


No Original Manuscripts 

What are the documents upon which the higher 
critics have expended so much time and labor? There 
is not one original manuscript remaining of all the 
books and letters of the Old Testament and the New. 
The critic has, therefore, been spending his time upon 
transcripts, transliterations and translations of the origi- 
nal manuscripts. 

As we have seen, the restatements of the Bible have 
been constant from age to age and from dispensation 
to dispensation. But the original documents of any one 
statement have not been permitted to be brought for- 
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ward. Knowing our tendency to idolatry, the reason for 
this is very clear. 

If we were left to depend on the text of the docu- 
ments alone, we would be unable to fully examine 
their origins if by that means only we hoped to obtain 
assurance of their inspiration. Thus the scholar who 
confines himself to the structural text of the Bible finds 
himself in difficulty. 

The critic has been forced, by the evidence in his 
hands, to the conclusion that many things in the Bible 
are ancient and have been brought forward from the 
earliest times. This is so concerning the creation 
records, the record of the flood, the history of Abraham. 
It is so as to the organization of Israel into the Kingdom 
of God upon earth; as to the Throne of David; as to the 
separation of the two, kingdoms of Israel into the 
Northern Kingdom, the House of Israel, and the 
Southern Kingdom, the House of Judah; as to the 
captivities; then the establishment of the Nation of the 
Jews; then following on to the New Testament Scrip- 
tures. 

It was so concerning the laws of Israel (national 
law) and as to the ordinances of Israel (ecclesiastical 
law); as to the covenants made with the fathers, the 
covenant made with the nation Israel, the covenant 
made with the House of David; and as to the New 
Covenant promulgated through the Prophet Jeremiah 
and brought into complete view in the New Testament 
Scriptures. 


Tangible Evidence 

But God has not left us with the written text of the 
Scriptures alone upon which to build our faith. He has 
also given us the tangible things of which the theme 
of the Scriptures is comprised; that is to say, the lands, 
the peoples and the nations of which the Scriptures 
speak. With this tangible evidence of the outworking 
of the Divine purpose the higher critic has not very 
largely concerned himself. Perhaps the reason is that, 
had he done so, he would have at once demonstrated 
the inspiration and accuracy of the Scriptures. 

The text of the Scriptures may not be sufficient to 
satisfy the mind, but God did not rest the proof of 
inspiration there alone. When the positive evidence of 
history, the identification of the People of the Book, 
and the demonstration of the fulfillment of prophecy in 
the life of the people, are added to the text, these, alto- 
gether, demonstrate Divine inspiration. From Seth, the 
son of Adam, the “appointed seed,” to the present gen- 
eration, there has never been a break in the continuous 
onsweep of the generations of the people of God, nor 
- their prophecy-fulfilling progress as the people of 

e Bible. 


Identification of Israel 

Israel in Bible history is to be found in two main 
stages: 1) united Israel, including all twelve tribes; 
2) the House of Israel of the ten tribes separated from 
the Southern Kingdom of Judah. These disappeared 
from Bible history when they were carried into As- 
Syrian captivity. 

The prophecies then take up the theme and again 
present to us Israel in two main stages: 1) Israel, 
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Gentilized, among the nations; 2) Israel, regathered 
and settled in the lands appointed to God's people 
from the beginning (Deut. 32: 8). As we read the 
prophecies of the Bible, and the records of history 
which throw light on the trek of ten-tribed Israel after 
they left the lands of their captivity, we are assured 
that Britain is none other than the Israel “in the Isles” 
of the Bible. In due time the Throne of David was also 
established in the Isles. Space here does not permit the 
repetition of all the evidence which supports these 
statements. Following their settlement in the “Isles of 
the Sea,” there was at various periods in history a 
further trek westward of those Israel clans who peopled 
new nations which became the United States of Amer- 
ica, Canada, Australia, New Zealand, etc. Thus the 
governments of the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic nations com- 
prising the House of Israel in the latter days came into 


being. 


Spiritual Experience 

Having taken into account the outline of national 
development as shown from the beginning in the Scrip- 
tures, and fulfilled throughout four thousand years of 
national history, the critic must also take into account 
what the Bible states will take place in the spiritual 
experience of the people. First, the Messianic prophe- 
cies must be tabulated and it must be seen that they 
were all fulfilled by Jesus Christ as far as they refer to 
His first coming. We have the Word Incarnate in Jesus 
Christ, our Redeemer and Saviour. 

The critic must take into account the creative change 
promised by the. Word of God for those who accept the 
Bible as true and exercise living faith in the Incarnate 
Word. He must account for that biological change which 
makes of the natural man a new creature (or creation). 
He must explain how it is that up to the time of regener- 
ation natural man is without spiritual conception and 
perception, but after that change he is endowed with 
both spiritual conception and perception. It is not 
possible to deny this; the testimony is too well sub- 
stantiated. 

It is a testimony written into the history of the 
Christian Church throughout the ages and into indi- 
vidual lives, transforming them before the eyes of all. 
It is a testimony given by multitudes individually and 
collectively today. No court on earth would rule such 
testimony out. No court on earth would come to any 
other conclusion but that the new creative experience 
comes to men through the Word of God alone. Here 
is a psychological phenomenon which is surely attested 
to and must be accounted for. It is the predesigned 
result of the Word of God operating in the lives of the 
people of God. 


The Bible Triumphant 
When we take all these and other factors in hand, 
we are amazed that any body of sincere scholars would 
ask the Christian world to take account only of the 
uncertain efforts of the critical school that confines 
itself to the criticism of the textual structure of the 
documents of Scripture. Let them revise their methods 
of education and remove themselves from the company

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The Pearl of Great Price

BACK IN THE EARLY DAYs of her history 
God had warned Israel not to allow 
her heart to be lifted up when posses- 
sions would begin to accumulate: 


“‘Beware that thou forget not the Lord 
thy God, in not keeping his command- 
ments, and his judgments, and his statutes, 
which I command thee this day: Lest 
when thou hast eaten and art full, and hast 
built goodly houses, and dwelt therein; 
and when thy herds and thy flocks multi- 
ply, and thy silver and thy gold is multi- 
plied, and all that thou hast is multiplied; 
then thine heart be lifted up, and thou 
forget the Lord thy God . . . and thou 
say in thine heart, My power and the 
might of mine hand hath gotten me this 
wealth. But thou shalt remember the Lord 
thy God: for it is he that giveth thee 
power to get wealth, that he may estab- 
lish his covenant which he sware unto thy 
fathers, as it is this day.” (Deut. 8: 11-18.) 

In the Parable of the Pearl Mer- 
chant this phase of material prosperity 
is presented as the sixth phase of the 
re-emerging Kingdom of God: 

“Again, the kingdom of heaven is like 
unto a merchant man, seeking goodly 
pearls: Who, when he had found one pearl 
of great price, went and sold all that he 
had, and bought it.” (Matt. 13: 45-46.) 


Here the Kingdom is not compared 
to the pearls or even the “‘pearl of 
great price,”’ but to the activities of the 
*‘merchant” who finds them. These 
are points to note when studying the 
parable. 

The significance of parabolic illus- 
tration lies for the main in the figure 
taken as a whole, and the idea it con- 
veys to those to whom it is addressed. 
It is possible to unduly emphasize and 
even distort the details of a parable, to 
press them beyond the intention of the 
illustration, but we are on safe ground 
when we keep to the primary empha- 
sis. Here is the Kingdom-merchant 
out in the pearl markets of the world 
constantly adding to his store, ever 
increasing his wealth and potential 
powers to buy more. While expanding, 
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while exerting its moral influence in 
the world, while pressing on to the 
high position of world leadership, the 
Kingdom is always increasing its ma- 
terial wealth, always adding to its 
possessions and prestige. There is no 
kingdom or nation on earth com- 
parable to it in this respect. 

In a world where, under present 
conditions and systems, money, pos- 
sessions, position and prestige are 
accounted as wealth, Israel is placed 
at the head. The accumulated wealth 
of this company of free nations is an 
impressive spectacle in a world where 
these things are taken as a sign of 
greatness. Added to this, to have high 
standards of living and education, to 
have one’s word trusted, one’s leader- 
ship recognized, one’s counsel sought, 
one’s advice accepted, is no mean 
heritage. 

But all this is not the chief point of 
the parable. In his search for pearls the 
Kingdom-merchant finds ‘‘a pearl of 
great price,” to purchase which he sells 
all that he has. It is its supreme value 
in relation to other values which be- 
comes the determining factor in his 
decision — one pearl in comparison 
with which all the others he possesses 
become unimportant. Surely here we 
have in figure the nation’s discovery 
of the meaning of Christ’s words: 


“Seek ye first the kingdom of God, and 
his righteousness; and all these things shall 
be added unto you.” (Matt. 6: 33.) 


The struggle to acquire the “‘pearls,”’ 
or good things of life — including jus- 
tice, equity and peace — in the “‘marts 
of trade’”’ under the present system, 
which demands hard labor with inade- 
quate remunerstion, which oppresses 
and deceives with promises of security 
that are never realized by many, is 
seen to be all out of proportion to the 
benefits obtained in the light of the 
realization of the nature of the pear! of 
great price — the righteous adminis- 
tration of the laws of the Kingdom. 
Suddenly previous economic standards 
lose their attraction and the Kingdom- 
merchant gives up all that was for- 
merly considered so valuable so that 
he may acquire the benefits of the 
righteousness of the perfect Law of 
the Lord. 

With the discovery by Israel that 
she owes all to Him who is her Creator, 
Redeemer and coming King will come 
the glad day when she makes “her 
boast in the Lord,” the great turning 
point in her national history. That day 
will come, and with it to the soul of 
the Anglo-Saxon-Israel race the peace 
of God that passeth all understanding.

N WASHINGTON the focus of attention is definitely on the 

Middle East and all current appreciations of the In- 

ternational situation are based on what is happening 
in that area, with particular reference to Nasser’s actions. 
During the last few weeks, Washington has at last become 
convinced that Nasser is acting on the advice and under 
the direct suggestions of Moscow. Intelligence reports 
confirm this view to an extent which allows for no further 
doubt. 

According to intelligence reports recently received in 
Washington, Russia has told Nasser to go ahead quietly 
with his political projects and that Russia will support 
him by supplying arms and military equipment and also, 
in certain circumstances, volunteers. The Russians have 
also promised to back him in the United Nations. At 
present, Nasser has a considerable stock of arms from the 
Communist bloc, of which much has arrived during the 
last few months. It is clear that Russia still hopes that 
Nasser might again be encouraged to attack Israel. Wash- 
ington, therefore, does not now expect any moderation of 
Nasser’s Middle East policy. It is difficult to understand 
why this is not officially admitted. 

Washington generally, however, now realizes that there 
will be no security in the Middle East so long as Nasser 
remains. At the same time, it is desired to avoid giving 
the impression that Washington wants to get rid of Nasser. 
The idea seems to be to give him enough rope to hang him- 
self. Although there is growing concern about the possibil- 
ity of renewed war in the Middle East resulting from 
Nasser’s acceptance of Russian advice, there is no definite 
American policy to meet the threat. 

Intelligence reports reaching Washington say that there 
is increased danger of a rising in East Germany. According 
to State Department officials, it is felt that such a rising 
could not be localized and might have the most serious 
international repercussions. It is known in Washington 
that Bonn is doing its best to prevent this, but it is also 
realized that, if it happens, West Germany could probably 
not localize the conflict but might be compelled to go to 
the help of East German non-Communists. Some official 
observers in Washington go so far as to say that East Ger- 
many is a more dangerous potential trouble-spot than the 
Middle East. 

Kisselev, the Soviet Ambassador, returned to Cairo on 
March 29. A few hours before, Moscow broadcast a Tass 
communiqué which talked of renewed threats by the 
“imperialists” against Egypt, and stressed that any re- 
sumption of hostilities in the Middle East would excite 
more than merely the passive attention of the U.S.S.R. 
This broadcast was clearly timed as a background both to 
the Russian Ambassador’s official talks with Egypt’s 
Foreign Minister, Mahmoud Fawzi, and to Kisselev’s 
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private conversations with several of Nasser’s closest 
advisers. 

The Egyptian government is inclined to accept any 
advice which it may now get from Moscow and that 
advice, at present, is to exploit the advantage Egypt has 
gained in re-establishing her position with Russia’s help. 
Kisselev insists that Egypt must do everything to prevent 
Jordan falling in line under King Hussein and thus moving 
closer to the West. This, says Russia, means full Egyptian 
intervention in the case of a Jordanian civil war and active 
assistance to Nasser’s friends in seizing control there. There 
are hints at the King’s assassination by Communist agents. 
Hussein’s heir presumptive is a minor and the King’s 
death would be followed by chaos. Kisselev also advises 
Egypt to take a firm stand against the entry of Israeli 
shipping into either the Canal or the Gulf of Aqaba and 
points to the presence of numerous Russian submarines 
off the Egyptian coast in case there is a trial of naval 
strength. 

Egypt is also advised to insist on heavy reparations from 
Britain, France and Israel for the damage done last No- 
vember. An exaggerated bill of damages is already being 
prepared. The whole Russian bloc will support an Egyp- 
tian reparations demand at the UN. The Soviet Ambassa- 
dor further advises Egypt to raise again the question of 
Arab refugees from Palestine. Obviously, Russia is prepar- 
ing the ground for another Middle East conflict. Her 
present strong influence on Egypt’s policy is helping her 
to bring that danger nearer. 

The Kremlin was not quite sure how far the Eisenhower 
Doctrine might go in active intervention. Russia now 
seems to have been emboldened by continued Western 
weakness and apparent readiness to capitulate to Nasser 
over the Canal, as well as by the indeterminate nature of 
U. S. policy. The heat has therefore been turned on again. 
The incalculable factor is Russia’s ability to make the 
extremist forces which she has aided and encouraged 
conform to her timetable. The whole Middle Eastern 
situation is highly inflammable and not even Russia can 
count on being able to raise and lower the temperature 
precisely to her requirements at any given moment. 

There has been a tendency in the West to think of recent 
Soviet policy as something haphazard and inconsistent. 
This is quite incorrect and it is important to consider 
recent events in the economic and diplomatic field in the 
light of Soviet higher policy in order to get future occur- 
rences in proper perspective. The situation today is com- 
parable to that which existed at the end of last August, 
when Intelligence reports warned the Politbureau that 
there was a danger of revolt in at least two of the satellite 
countries — Hungary and Poland. Today, the Kremlin’s 
Intelligence is, if anything, more pessimistic than it was 
then. It has alarming reports from East Germany, Albania, 
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Bulgaria and Romania. The situation in Poland is uncer- 
tain and in Hungary it is far from settled To add to Rus- 
sia’s troubles in Europe, events in Hungary have given a 
boost to the growing power of China. The Russian leaders’ 
fear of China, which should not be underestimated, em- 
phasizes the urgent need to re-establish Russian prestige in 
critical areas. Taking into account the events of last year 
and the present increase of pressure on the Soviet regime, 
another crucial decision by the Kremlin is clearly in the 
air, and we may be witnessing preparations in the widest 
sense for war itself, including the alignment of Russia’s 
foreign policy. 

The Russians have turned round completely on the 
German question. Despite the disadvantage to the West 
German Socialists of this new line, the Soviet leaders have 
made it obvious that they do not intend to negotiate 
reunification. Equally determined is the tone of recent 
Soviet warnings to the Scandinavian countries. It is ex- 
pected that similar threats will be made to Morocco and 
to several Middle Eastern countries where there are or 
might be British or American bases. Persia has already had 
a sharp warning. The intention is to make these countries 
waver from their friendship with America and soften 
them up for a surprise Soviet occupation. In the light of 
the new Soviet economic policy, decided upon on March 
29, the picture becomes clearer still. What Krushchev has 
done is to initiate an economic plan geared for atomic 
warfare. That is why the decisions of the Central Commit- 
tee are aimed at the decentralization of Russia’s industries. 
Hitherto, her leaders have hesitated to believe fully in the 
realities of atomic warfare. Now they visualize it in the 
foreseeable future. 

Some of the most competent observers in Europe are 
convinced that the Soviets feel themselves faced with a 
great emergency; that the danger of war is now greater 
than for many years; and, that, if war comes, atomic 
weapons will be used. The top economists say that it will 
take Russia six months to get on a war footing. Further- 
more, September, October and November have always 
been considered as the most likely months for the Red 
Army to begin offensive operations. It now has to be con- 
sidered whether or not the Politbureau has reversed its 
decision of last September, but all the signs point to a 
hardening of Russian policy — including acceptance of a 
calculated risk of a war in which strategic nuclear weapons 
would be used. 

In Europe it is the East Germany situation which now 
most greatly endangers peace. A major uprising there 
might not be localized. West German intervention might 
occur and the consensus of official opinion — not only in 
Bonn but also in Moscow and Washington — is that major 
disturbances in East Germany would create such dangers 
that general military measures might follow at once. It has 
recently been learned by German Intelligence, and since 
confirmed by at least two other Western Intelligence 
Services, that, according to the new Soviet General Staff 
plan, news of disturbances in East Germany would be 
immediately followed by phases one and two of Russian 
mobilization — including A- and H-weapon elements. 
This would be only just short of total war mobilization. 
Up to March, bad weather has been an important factor 
in the postponement of any attempted revolt so far this 
year. 

The Russian authorities have been making preparations 
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to quell any uprising from the very start; in fact, to prevent 
any disorder lasting more than twelve hours. Contrary to 
the procedure followed by the Russians in Hungary, it has 
been decided to use, if necessary, the full force of the Rus- 
sian Air Force to quell any East German insurrection, even 
if it means bombing cities and factories. That is why a 
number of Russian short range bombers have recently 
been moved into the country. Russian-type bazookas are 
to be issued to the so-called Aktivisten units of the SED, 
which are now being trained for street fighting. 

There is growing evidence in Athens that Moscow is 
making considerable efforts to win Greece over to at least 
a neutralist policy and, if possible, to get her to join the 
Eastern bloc. Evidence of this offensive comes from Com- 
munist and leftist activity both inside and outside Greece. 

As long as the Cyprus question remains unsolved, Mos- 
cow will continue to exploit it in order to drive a wedge 
between Greece and her Western associates. More offers 
of help, similar to that made before the UN debate, are 
to be expected through both official diplomatic approaches 
and through the exiled Communist Party under the leader- 
ship of Grozos. Such offers always put the Greek govern- 
ment in a delicate situation because, if they are refused, 
the government is accused of abandoning the interests of 
its Cyprus compatriots. Backed by a powerful propaganda, 
this kind of thing considerably strengthens the nationalistic 
appeal of the extreme leftists. 

What is, in fact, being prepared is a revolution. Whether 
or not it will be possible to bring this about, one cannot 
say, but the idea is to spring it at some critical moment, 
say over the Cyprus issue, with full support from the 
Soviet bloc. This observer does not wish to exaggerate the 
possibilities, but the situation should be most carefully 
watched. A strong leftist regime in Greece would be a 
serious matter in the context of the security of the East 
Mediterranean and Turkey. 

There is a good deal of sympathy for Mr. Macmillan’s 
great difficulties over the Middle East and much blame is 
still placed on America. Nevertheless, an overwhelming 
majority of Conservative constituency workers and officials 
remain utterly opposed to every and any surrender in the 
Middle East — past, present or contemplated. Nothing is 
at all likely to change this fixed conviction. The big na- 
tional trend is against the whole leftist concept and one 
day this tendency will burst out in a powerful national 
expression of political opinion which will sweep the entire 
leftist movement into oblivion. Very unpleasant things 
may happen first, but the trend is quite clear. Had Eden 
been supported by America, there can be no doubt that 
his Middle East policy last November would have had and 
kept not only overwhelming but enthusiastic support from 
seventy-five per cent of the British nation. That was the 
mood and, but for Eden’s illness and American antagon- 
ism, the Suez policy would have been seen right through to 
victory, with the enthusiastic support of an overwhelming 
majority of the British people.

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TIME OF TRIAL

VER AND OVER in recent crisis-laden decades, his- 

tory has reached a fateful turning-point where 

action or inaction by Western leaders irrevocably 

tipped the scales toward war or tribulation. The Munich 

sellout in 1938 made World War II inevitable. ‘The great 

giveaways at Teheran and Yalta cleared the way for vast 

Soviet conquests in Europe and Asia. And Great Britain’s 

decision to evacuate the Suez Canal Zone threw the door 

wide open for the flood-tide of war and turbulence which 
has since engulfed the Middle East. 

The March meeting of British and American leaders in 
Bermuda was such a turning-point. Its special significance 
lies in the fact that it very possibly represented the last 
opportunity for Britain and the United States to blunt the 
full fury of the titanic conflict for world domination al- 
ready in its opening phase. Had the basic realities of the 
global situation been recognized, vigorous counter-meas- 
ures could have slowed the headlong plunge to disaster. 

Instead of this, statements emanating from the meeting 
were the same familiar brand of speciously soothing ho- 
kum. Within five weeks two further fatal chapters had 
been written in the sorry tale of appeasement. The British, 
prodded by misguided American officials, released Arch- 
bishop Makarios from exile. Then both Britain and Amer- 
ica meekly accepted Egyptian President Nasser’s Suez 
plan which left Egypt in full control of the vital waterway. 

And so the tide of desolation surged on. With the ir- 
resistible forces destined to shape the global climax un- 
leashed, and preliminary shocks of the culminating human 
ordeal already sweeping the turbulent Middle East, there 
remained no chance of averting the supreme trial of 
civilization. Those alert to the solemn import of the times 
could only stand in wonder, marveling meanwhile at the 
faultless precision with which the drama unfolded in 
accord with the program provided by the Biblical prophets. 

Since 1290 is the Biblical number for desolation, it is not 
surprising to find this time-factor prominently marking the 
Bermuda Conference. The meeting opened exactly 1290 
days solar after the August 20, 1953 King’s Chamber 
terminal when Russia announced her first H-bomb 
explosion. 

March 21 also fell 2520 days (trial or probation) after 
Great Britain recognized the Israeli government and 
7 x 120 days (warning perfected) after the mutual security 
treaty linking Nationalist China and the United States 
was signed on December 2, 1954. Finally, a perfected 
interval of displacement or human error (286 days solar 
plus two) extends from March 21 to January 7, 1958. This 
terminal will be 1260 days (tribulation) after the British 
agreed to evacuate Suez (Chart XXI). 

Official sources revealed on March 22 that President 
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Eisenhower had advised Prime Minister Macmillan of 
American willingness to join the military committee of the 
Baghdad Pact. With the pact line already breached by 
Soviet penetration into Syria and Egypt, the move only 
served to ensnare the United States more irrevocably in 
the deadly Middle East imbroglio. 

March 22, significantly, fell twice the number of Israel’s 
chastisement (390) after February 1, 1955 when the 
United States ratified the SEATO Pact. And a solar 286- 
day interval links March 22 to January 6, 1958, which will 
be 1600 days (space or extent of judgment) after the 
August 20, 1953 King’s Chamber terminal (top of Chart 
XXII). 

UN Secretary-General Hammarskjold, on March 26, 
received Egypt’s modified plan for operation of the Suez 
Canal. This was 286 days before the important January 6, 
1958 ‘‘judgment”’ terminal linking to August 20, 1953. 

Recurring insistently, the 286-day factor of displacement 
or human error continued to mark Middle Eastern devel- 
opments. On March 27 France charged that the United 
States had reneged on agreements made with France 
relating to the withdrawal of Israeli troops from Gaza and 
Aqaba. As a result, France considered the Israelis no 
longer bound by the pact. This was 286 days after British 
troops quit the Suez Canal Zone on June 13-14, 1956 and 
286 days before January 7, 1958. 

Chart XXI delineates a remarkable pattern of displace- 
ment. The British agreed to evacuate Suez 1260 days 
(tribulation) before January 7, 1958 and completed the 
evacuation 2 x 286 days before the same terminal. Follow- 
ing the pattern back, the British quit Abadan 8 x 286 days 
before January 7, 1958, while the UN decision to partition 
Palestine came 2 x 286 plus 8 x 390 days (Israel’s chastise- 
ment) before the 1958 milepost. Study of Chart XXI 
will make clear the marvelous synchronization of these 
events. 

Release of Archbishop Makarios from exile on March 28 
immediately resulted in stepped-up terrorist activity on 
Cyprus. Meanwhile, Russia accused France and the 
Israelis of plotting war against Egypt and warned that any 
such move would lead to broad military conflict. This was 
on the lunar terminal of 1335 days after the August 20, 
1953 King’s Chamber terminal. The 1335 factor, a number 
of blessing in Daniel’s twelfth chapter, also connotes 
judgment upon those powers contending against the es- 
tablishment of God’s kingdom of righteousness. 

In its Suez plan, revealed on March 29, Egypt served 
notice that it intended to operate the canal by itself without 
any interference from foreign nations. The date was 1600 
plus 390 plus two days after October 15, 1951 when 
Egypt abrogated her Suez and Sudan treaties with Great 
Britain. The time-factors signify judgment and Israel’s 
chastisement. 

Note particularly that Nasser’s Suez plan was revealed 
420 days before May 23, 1958, while he seized the canal 
exactly 666 days before the same terminal. The 420 factor 
is one-sixth of the 2520-day Biblical period of trial or 
probation, while six (and 666) signifies human apostasy 
and imperfection. In its frequent recurrences, the 420-day 
period marks stages in the “‘trial of judgment”’ now bring- 
ing the human world order to final assessment (top of 
Chart XXIII). 

As indicated, May 23, 1958 will also be 1040 days 
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(fruition) after the Geneva ‘‘Summit”’ conference opened 
in July 1955. 

Pakistan, on March 31, agreed to accept United States 
assistance “‘by employment of U. S. forces wherever 
deemed necessary in the event of armed attack by the 
forces of international Communism.’? Meanwhile, in Cairo 
the United States began a final attempt to persuade 
President Nasser to moderate his Suez Canal stand. The 
developments came 286 days solar after British troops 
evacuated Suez and 286 days lunar before January 7, 1958 
(Chart XXI). 
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Under relentless economic pressure, Great Britain, on 
April 4, announced an armed forces reorganization de- 
signed to cut its military establishment nearly in half over a 
five-year period. Touted as a transition to the age of 
missile warfare, the move was suicidal while Russia main- 
tained her massive conventional armies at full strength. 
The date was 420 days lunar before May 23, 1958, which 
will be 1040 days (fruition) after the Geneva ‘“‘SSummit” 
conference opened (Chart XXIII). 

The Mideast tinderbox flared anew on April 10 when 
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King Hussein ousted Jordan’s leftist Premier Nabulsi. The 
action touched off a new major crisis of explosive poten- 
tialities, one being war if neighboring Arab states and the 
Israelis attempted to carve up King Hussein’s country. 

The Nabulsi ouster came 10 x 286 days (perfection in 
desolation) after June 11, 1949 when Jewish peace formulas 
were presented to the Lausanne armistice conference. And 
precisely 2 x 286 days solar separate April 10 from Novem- 
ber 11, 1958, which closes a forty-year generation after the 
1918 Armistice (Chart XXIII). 

Great Britain, on April 11, granted independence to 
Singapore, while in the tense Middle East Saudi Arabia 
declared it would “‘take all measures” to bar Israeli ship- 
ping from the Gulf of Aqaba. This was 1600 plus 880 days 
(judgment and Divine intermediation) after the United 
States entered the Korean war. April 11 also fell 420 days 
solar before June 11, 1958, which will be 12 x 1335 days 
after Germany entered World War I. June 11, 1958 will 
also be precisely 153 days (the number of The Elect: see 
John 21:11) before November 11, 1958, which closes a 
forty-year generation after the 1918 Armistice (Chart 
XXIV). 

A 270-day birth travail interval, extending forward from 
April 11, terminates on January 6, 1958, which will be 
1600 days after August 20, 1953 (Chart XXII). 

The United States pledged on April 16 to aid Jordan if 
that strife-torn nation were attacked. By this action Amer- 
ica committed itself to intervene in any number of ugly 
situations which could arise from the Jordan crisis. The 
move came exactly 1335 days after the August 20, 1953 
King’s Chamber terminal when France deposed the 
Sultan of Morocco. In addition, April 16 fell 1290 days 
solar (desolation) after the Chinese-Soviet economic pact 
was signed on September 15, 1953 (Chart XXII). 

Still failing to grasp the elemental truism that no good 
ever comes from negotiating with Russians, American 
diplomats, on April 17, provisionally accepted the Soviet 
offer for a partial “Open Skies” disarmament plan in 
Europe. Meanwhile, in Amman King Hussein warned 
outsiders to keep hands off Jordan. 

An interval of 15,600 days separates these events from 
Germany’s entry into World War I. Doubly significant, 
this number of days may be either: 

15 x 1040 — with 15 being the number of a prophetic 
hour and 1040 that signifying fruition; or 

40 x 390 — with 40 being the familiar Biblical interval of 
trial or testing, while 390 is the number of Israel’s chastise- 
ment. 

In addition, April 17 fell 420 days before June 11, 1958, 
which will be 12 x 1335 days after August 1, 1914. The 
whole striking pattern may be studied on Chart XXIV. 

Syria, on April 18, warned that any aggression by the 
Jews against Jordan would be the signal for joint Arab 
action to “‘eliminate”’ Israel. This was 2 x 286 days before 
November 11, 1958 (Chart XXIII). 

Soviet Premier Bulganin, in a note made public on 
April 23, stated that Russia was ready to resume discussion 
of the ‘“‘Eden Plan’’ for a demilitarized zone across Europe. 
Significantly, the move came 6 x 666 days after May 15, 
1946 when collapse of the Paris Conference ended efforts 
to draft World War II peace treaties. Both 6 and 666 
mark activities of the “‘beast” powers who oppose the 
establishment of God’s earthly kingdom. April 23 also fell 
420 days lunar before June 11, 1958 (Chart XXIV). 
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From the April 26 Security Council debate on Egypt’s 
Suez Canal plan President Nasser emerged completely 
triumphant. With no international agreement formulated, 
he remained in complete control of the canal, and able to 
dictate what ships might be admitted and which barred. 

Again the time-pattern is striking. The appeasement of 
Nasser came precisely 1600 plus 420 days after Egypt 
abrogated her Suez and Sudan treaties with Great Britain 
on October 15, 1951. (Note that Nasser’s declaration of 
Suez policy came 1600 plus 390 plus two days after the 
same initial point.) An interval of 286 days extends from 
April 26 to February 6, 1958, which will be 1290 days 
(desolation) after Britain agreed to evacuate Suez. Finally, 
April 26 fell 2 x 286 days lunar before November 11, 1958 
(Chart XXIII). 

In Washington, meanwhile, the United States disclosed 
that it had cautioned Syria, Egypt, Israel and other coun- 
tries against any drastic action which might further inflame 
the Jordan crisis. 





The marvelous sweep and continuity of the developing 
judgment process is best grasped through detailed study of 
the charts. The Mideast phase is particularly emphasized 
on Chart XXI. Also, a significant pattern will be seen if 
the 1290 cycle, extending from August 20, 1953 (Chart 
XXI), is studied in conjunction with the 1335 cycle, 
measured from the same initial point, as delineated on 
Chart XXII. 

As momentous scenes shape up on the global stage, the 
distress of the multitudes finds no echo among the faithful 
watchers. The Bible, so explicit concerning the purpose 
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and outcome of the present travail, also abounds with ex- 
hortations to guide and comfort the Followers of the Way. 

“Do not be astonished, friends, that a fiery trial has come upon 
you, as though an unexpected affair had surprised you: but 
rather rejoice that you are sharers in the sufferings of the Messiah: 
so that at the unveiling of His rectification, you may rejoice with 
exultation.” (I Peter 4: 12-13, Ferrar Fenton Trans.) 


With world conditions everywhere conforming to the 
Biblically-predicted Time of the End, believers may look 
forward with confidence to swift consummation of the plan 
of rectification. The course of human arrogance is all but 
run. Little remains but the final awesome acts of Divine 
intervention which will rescue Britain and America from 
the deadly morass and set their feet surely on the road to 
restoration.

World Atomic Deluge 


Characteristic of callousness for the fate of other peoples 
was the Cairo broadcast (in Hebrew) warning the Israeli 
government that any ship attempting passage through the 
Canal ‘‘on a test run” would be destroyed. ““Egpi will 
destroy the ship even if it leads to world conflict,” the ultimatum 
declared. Unfortunately, power-crazed propagandists 
seem incapable of grasping the implications of the fact that 
a third world war would mean a world atomic deluge. 

Recently, Paris Normandie spoke of ‘‘the storm that is turning 
the world upside down,” thus echoing the words of Professor 
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Gregor Smith who also spoke of mankind being afflicted 
by ‘‘a world sorrow, concentrated in individual dread, a dizziness 
of soul, a recurring shock of meaninglessness.” All these descrip- 
tions form a striking commentary on the words of our Lord 
regarding the signs of the times for the End of the Age 
when it was predicted that men’s hearts would fail them 
for fear, looking at the things coming on the earth. Cer- 
tainly we are living in the time of Great Tribulation, a 
winnowing process described also as the beginnings of 
sorrows, or the birth-pangs preceding the dawn of a new 
and better age.

Q. After His resurrection Jesus was 
present with His disciples and He said 
to them, ‘‘Whose soever sins ye remit, 
they are remitted unto them; and 
whose soever sins ye retain, they are 
retained” (John 20: 23). What is the 
meaning of this statement?

A. Prior to this Jesus had said to those 
following Him: “‘As my Father hath 
sent me, even so send I you” (John 
20: 21). The Lord alone can forgive 
sins, but the followers of our Lord 
were empowered, through the preach- 
ing of the Gospel, to cause men and 
women to either accept or reject the 
way of salvation. They were able to 
bring about the remission of sins by 
persuading their hearers to accept the 
Gospel they preached, opening up to 
them the way that leads to eternal life. 
It is when men and women accept the 
truth of the message proclaimed to 


them, and appropriate its benefits for- 


themselves, that their sins are forgiven. 

At the same time, by proclaiming 
the Gospel, His followers cause those 
who refuse to believe to harden their 
hearts and turn against the acceptance 
of a way of life that would bring about 
the remission of their sins. Therefore, 
through the preaching of the Gospel 
in their hearing, their sins are re- 
tained. By making it possible for men 
and women to know the truth by the 
proclamation of the Gospel message, 
each individual who listens is immedi- 
ately compelled to choose whether he 
will heed the message and be saved or 
reject it and be condemned. The 
Apostle James says: 


“Therefore to him that knoweth to do 
good, and doeth it not, to him it is sin.” 
(James 4: 17.) 


To all of His followers the Lord has 
granted the privilege, through the preach- 
ing of the Gospel, of persuading men and 
women to make a choice. In that 
choice, according to the decision the 
preaching compels them to make, 
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their sins are either forgiven or re- 
tained.

Q. What does Paul mean when he 
refers in Ephesians 2:19 to ‘“‘fellow- 
citizens with the saints’; also, what is 
the ‘‘household of God’’?

A. It is important first to define the 
word “‘saint.”? Scripturally this refers 
to the citizens of His Kingdom, the 
Kingdom of God, which was organ- 
ized at Mt. Sinai. The day will come 
when, according to Daniel’s proph- 
ecy:* 

“The kingdom and dominion, and the 
greatness of the kingdom under the whole 
heaven, shall be given to the people of the 
saints of the most High.” (Dan. 7: 27.) 


Those designated by Paul as “‘stran- 
gers” and ‘“‘foreigners” were not cir- 
cumcised according to the require- 
ments of the Old Covenant. But 
through Jesus Christ they became 
**fellowcitizens”” and were no longer 
aliens, for they could partake of the 
blessings of the New Covenant. In 
other words, it is through Jesus Christ 
that all gain citizenship in His King- 
dom and may partake of all of its 
privileges and blessings. Men and 
women who accept Jesus Christ as 
their personal Saviour, regardless of 
race, become Israelites and citizens of 
His Kingdom. They “enter in” by 
means of Jesus Christ who is the 
**Door.’’ 

The “‘household of God” refers to 
that close communion with God in 
temple worship that was Israel’s alone 
to enjoy. Those who become citizens 
through Jesus Christ are not only 
fellowcitizens in the Commonwealth 
of Israel, but they have also obtained 
all the privileges of close communion 
with God as members of His house- 
hold and may approach Him in His

temple, not now being confined to the 
outer court only — that is, the Court 
of the Gentiles. In accordance with 
the requirements of the Israel worship, 
Gentiles, or those who were not in 
covenant relationship with God, were 
not allowed to pass beyond this outer 
court. This wall, or partition, separat- 
ing men and women from such priv- 
ileges, has now been broken down by 
Jesus Christ, as stated by Paul (Eph. 
2: 14).

Q. What is the Hegira?

A. The Hegira, or Hejira, is an Arabic 
word meaning “going away.” It is 
used to indicate Mohammed’s flight 
from Mecca on September 13, 622 
A.D. 


“From about 620 Mohammed’s affairs 
at Mecca were in a crisis; the city was 
actively hostile, since much of its revenues 
depended on its shrine, the Kaaba, and the 
attack on the existing Arabian religion 
attacked the prosperity of Mecca. While he 
was gaining only enemies at home, Mo- 
hammed’s teaching was faring little better 
abroad; only at Yathrib did it make any 
headway, and on Yathrib depended the 
future of Islam. In the summer of 622 a 
plan was made at Mecca to murder 
Mohammed, but it was found out, and he 
escaped in the night from the city, and 
made his way to Yathrib. From this event, 
the flight, or Hegira, of the Prophet (622), 
Islam counts its dates. The rest of his life 
Mohammed spent at Yathrib, now called 
Medina, the City of the Prophet.” (From 
The Columbia Encyclopedia, p. 1187.) 


It was in 639 or 640 a.p. that the 
Calif Omar instituted a new Moslem 
calendar beginning with the first day 
of the first month of the year of Mo- 
hammed’s flight. The Mohammedan 
year is on lunar time and is, therefore, 
ten days, twenty-one hours and four- 
teen minutes short of solar time. The 
calendar is known as the Hegira be- 
cause it dates from the year of Mo- 
hammed’s “‘going away” from Mecca. 
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Q. It is stated in I Corinthians 15: 
3—4 that Jesus Christ was raised on the 
third day ‘“‘according to the Scrip- 
tures.”? Where and how can this three- 
day period be determined using only 
the writings found in the Old Testa- 
ment?

A. It is not specifically stated in s0 
many words in the Old Testament 
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that Jesus Christ would arise from the 
dead on the third day. However, it is 
implied in type. Abraham was called 
upon to offer up Isaac, his only son, as 
a sacrifice. Isaac was taken by his 
father to Mt. Moriah, bound and laid 
upon the altar, thus in type pointing 
out the sacrifice of the Son of God by 
His Father. Three days after Abraham 
was Called to sacrifice Isaac, his son 
was delivered from death by the 
intervention of the Angel of the Lord. 
These three days typify the three days 
from our Lord’s sacrificial death to 
His resurrection. 

That the extraordinary experience 
of Jonah the Prophet was also a type 
was confirmed by Jesus Himself: 


“For as Jonas [Jonah] was three days 
and three nights in the whale’s belly; so 
shall the Son of man be three days and 
three nights in the heart of the earth.” 
(Matt. 12: 40.) 


It is impossible to wholly compre- 
hend the full meaning of Old Testa- 
ment types until the fulfillment be- 
comes a reality. It is by this method 
that God has purposely hidden from 
men, until events mark their signifi- 
cance, the complete details regarding 
the antetype which the type fore- 
shadows. 

We might add one other interesting 
observation and that is that God’s 
dealings with His people Israel are a 
type also of His dealings with His 
Son. For instance, speaking of Israel, 
the Lord declared through Hosea: 


“When Israel was a child, then I loved 
him, and called my son out of Egypt.” 
(Hosea 11: 1.) 


As pointed out in Study in Hosea:* 


“Here is the remarkable mingling of the 
historical calling of Israel out of Egypt 
with a prophecy of the calling of the Son 
of God out of the land of Egypt also, to be 
fulfilled at a later time. The blending of 
the literal and the prophetic, as the Bible 
deals with the history of Israel and the 
events pertaining to Him who is to become 
King and reign over the House of Jacob 
forever, demonstrates the wonderful, guid- 
ing power of the Holy Spirit, demonstrated 
in the words chosen by the prophets to ex- 
press facts of history which are themselves 
also prophetic of future facts.” (P. 114.) 


In Hosea there is also a remarkable 
reference to the long period of Israel’s 
captivity:

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‘After two days will he revive us: in the 
third day he will raise us up, and we shall 
live in his sight.”’ (Hosea 6: 2.) 


Computing on the basis of a thou- 
sand years, which Peter declared is as 
one day with the Lord (II Peter 3: 8), 
history reveals that Israel was revived 
in the midst of the third thousand-year 
day (after 2520 years) following their 
disappearance into the graveyard of 
Assyrian Captivity. After that they 
lived again in God’s sight. ‘This too is a 
type of our Lord, for what was said of 
Israel by Hosea can also be said of 
Him: 


“I will ransom them from the power of 
the grave; I will redeem them from death.” 
(Hosea 13: 14.) 


Just as God rescued His people from 
the results of the captivity, raising 
them up in the third day, so He 
opened the grave, rolling back the 
stone, and Jesus Christ’s resurrection 
became a reality three days after His 
crucifixion. 
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Q. I would like you to state, if possi- 
ble, the difference between lunar time, 
solar time and sidereal time.

A. There is more than one scale of 
time. Lunar time is regulated by the 
moon in its passage around the sun, 
for as the moon revolves around the 
earth it also moves with the earth 
around the sun. Due to its motion 
around the earth, the moon’s passage 
around the sun is completed in ap- 
proximately 35424 days. Thus the 
lunar year is reckoned as 355 days in 
length. The Ancient Hebrew Calendar 
added an extra month every three 
years to bring lunar time into step 
with the solar year. See Documentary 
Studies, Volume II,* for further in- 
formation concerning the Hebrew 
Calendar. 

Solar time is measured by the pas- 
sage of the earth around the sun. This 
takes approximately 36514 days and 
constitutes the mean solar year of 365 
days, with the addition every four 
years of one day, making Leap Year 
366 days in length. 

Sidereal time is star time and, be- 
cause of its unvarying uniformity, is 
much used by astronomers. In the

course of a civil year of 365 days, there 
are 366 sidereal days. The length of a 
sidereal day, in relation to our mean 
solar day of 24 hours, is 23 hours, 56 
minutes and 4 seconds. 

In chronological reckoning mean 
time is also used. This is 360 days to a 
year. It is the circle of 360 degrees in 
which one degree constitutes the meas- 
ure of a day, the cycle being completed 
in 360 days. This is the mean (or 
average) between lunar and solar time. 
It is sometimes called the Sacred Year 
because of its use in the Scriptures. 
Every one of these time measures 
plays an important part in the reckon- 
ing of time, particularly when applied 
to chronological time-periods in rela- 
tion to the fulfillment of prophecy. 

Speaking of the use of lunar, mean 
and solar time in chronological reck- 
oning, Mr. William O. Lay, Jr., in his 
booklet, Introduction to Divine Chronology, 
clearly illustrates how their application 
is made. He states: 


“It has been found that Divine time- 
cycles may be applied upon any or all of 
these three scales: the lunar year, the solar 
year or the 360-day calendar year which is 
the average of the other two. As a simple 
example, take 1260 days, which is exactly 
31% prophetic years, or 3 times 360. But 
3% solar years would be 1278 days, while 
3% lunar years would be only 1242 days.” 


As Mr. Lay points out, since the 
lunar year is not a fixed value, varying 
about a mean length of 354.36 days, it 
is not possible to calculate the lunar 
values of prophetic periods quite so 
precisely as the solar. For the shorter 
time measures, the value 355 may be 
used as the basis for calculation, that 
being the actual length of the lunar 
year in practice. Those who would 
like to have practical examples of the 
application of chronological time- 
periods are referred to Introduction to 
Divine Chronology by William O. Lay, 
Jr.; price twenty-five cents, available 
from Destiny Publishers, Merrimac, 
Mass.

Q. All through the Old Testament the 
people were required to use different 
kinds of offerings. These offerings of 
animals and the blood of animals cer- 
tainly isn’t pleasant to read. What I 
would like to know is: Why were these 
offerings used? When and why were 
they done away with?

A. When Moses came down from the 
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Mount with the tables of stone in his 
hands, written upon the obverse and 
reverse sides by the finger of God, he 
cast these stones down, breaking them 
in pieces, when he saw the golden calf 
that the people were worshipping. 
After cleansing the camp of this evil he 
returned to the Mount and wrote the 
words of the Ten Commandments 
upon the second tables of stone. Only 
the Ten Commandments were written 
upon the second tables of stone; noth- 
ing is mentioned of any writing upon 
the reverse side. As stated in Primo- 
genesis: * 


“What was the writing upon the reverse 
side of the original tables of stone, engraved 
there by the finger of God Himself? It is 
very evident that on the reverse side of the 
first tables perfect laws of spiritual liberty 
were inscribed which would have brought 
freedom from the bondage of the law that 
was added because of the sin of the people. 
Because Israel made the calf to worship as 
an idol, they were prevented from coming 
into the blessings of full spiritual liberty at 
that time. 

“Israel’s refusal to observe the com- 
mandments, statutes and judgments of the 
Lord brought about the necessity to add 
the ordinances to the law. These, accord- 
ing to Paul, became a schoolmaster to lead 
the people to Christ so they might be 
justified through faith (Gal. 3: 24). God 
was evidently ready and willing to have 
granted Israel justification by faith in the 
first place, rather than through the works 
of the laws contained in ordinances, but 
when Israel set up the golden calf, they 
clearly demonstrated their inability to 
walk by faith. Speaking through ae, 
God said: 

***For I spake not unto your fathers, nor 
commanded them in the day that I brought 
them out of the land of Egypt, concerning 
burnt offerings or sacrifices: But this thing 
commanded I them, saying, Obey my 
voice, and I will be your God, and ye shall 
be my people: and walk ye in all the ways 
that I have commanded you, that it may 
be well with you. But they hearkened not, 
nor inclined their ear, but walked in the 
counsels and in the imagination of their 
evil heart, and went backward, and not 
forward.’ (Jer. 7: 22-24.) 

“That statement, one of many in the 
Scriptures, clearly suggests that when God 
organized Israel into His Kingdom at Mt. 
Sinai, He did not at first intend to give 
them laws concerning burnt offerings and 
sacrifices. He gave them first His laws set 
forth in the commandments, statutes and 
judgments and those laws contained no 
ordinances.” (Pp. 220-221.) 

The ordinances, or sacrificial laws,

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were given as a type of the coming 
sacrificial death of Jesus Christ, the 
Lamb slain from the foundation of the 
earth for the remission of sins. Israel 
could have had the benefit of the for- 
giveness of sins, looking forward to the 
coming of the Lord without the insti- 
tution of animal sacrifice, if they had 
obeyed the voice of the Lord and kept 
His commandments, statutes and judg- 
ments. But because of their failure and 
their sins, the ritual was instituted. As 
stated in Primogenests: 


“It was not until Jesus Christ came that 
justification by faith could be made the 
standard of spiritual conduct. With the 
coming of the first Pentecost, after the 
crucifixion, the Christian Church was 
born, for Jesus Christ had fulfilled the re- 
quirements of the law set forth in the 
ordinances. Those laws were nailed to His 
cross and so the writer of Hebrews could 
Say: 

*“*So Christ was once offered to bear 
the sins of many; and unto them that look 
for him shall he appear the second time 
without sin unto salvation. For the law 
[ordinances] having a shadow of good 
things to come, and not the very image of 
the things, can never with those sacrifices 
which they offered year by year contin- 
ually make the comers thereunto perfect. 
For then would they not have ceased to be 
offered? Because that the worshippers once 
purged should have had no more con- 
science of sins. But in those sacrifices there 
is a remembrance again made of sins every 


year. For it is not possible that the blood 
of bulls and of goats should take away sins. 
Wherefore when he cometh into the 
world, he saith, Sacrifice and offering thou 
wouldest not, but a body hast thou pre- 
pared me: In burnt offerings and sacrifices 
for sin thou hast had no pleasure.’ (He- 
brews 9: 28; 10: 1-6.)” (Pp. 221-222.) 


Thus the bondage of the law of 
ritual set forth in the ordinances was 
removed by the sacrifice of Jesus 
Christ as the Lamb of God. From that 
day and forward animal sacrifice was 
required no more. 


“For he is our peace, who hath made 
both one, and hath broken down the mid- 
dle wall of partition between us; having 
abolished in his ‘flesh the enmity, even the 
law of commandments contained in ordi- 
nances; for to make in himself of twain one 
new man, so making peace; and that he 
might reconcile both unto God in one 
body by the cross, having slain the enmity 
thereby.” (Eph. 2: 14-16.) 


With the crucifixion of Jesus Christ 
the veil in the Temple was rent from 
top to bottom, signifying the end of 
the ordinances insofar as the offering 
of animal sacrifices was concerned. 
The Jews carried this ritual on for 
some years after the crucifixion until 
the Temple was destroyed by the 
Romans in 70 a.p. Then the ritual of 
sacrificial offerings ceased, never to be 
performed again, for Jesus Christ was 
offered up once for the sins of all.

mind as a fundamental tenet that it identifies 

the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic and kindred peoples as 
the House of Israel in the world today. The key to 
understanding the national aspect of the Bible lies in 
the acceptance of this basic truth. The ten-tribed King- 
dom of Israel, or House of Israel, is distinct and sep- 
arate from Jewry.

There it is stated: ‘“The Scriptures speak of a future 
restoration of Israel, which is clearly to include both 
Judah and Ephraim [another term designating the 
House of Israel]. The problem, then, is reduced to its 
simplest form. The ten tribes are certainly in existence. 
All that has to be done is to discover which people 
represent them.” 

The information published in Destiny provides 
the evidence showing that Israel left Palestine while 
the Jews remained. The movements of the Israel clans 
are traced out of the East, across Europe to their new 
settlement in the Isles of Britain, and then on to 
America. The prophets foretold Israel's westward 
trek and the monuments and traditions record the 
Divinely-guided wanderings of this people who left 
‘‘waymarks’’ behind them as they journeyed toward 
their ultimate destination. Today the Anglo-Saxon- 
Celtic peoples alone bear all the marks by which the 
House of Israel was to be known in the latter days 
and they have unconsciously fulfilled in their history, 
and do fulfill in their present-day activities, what the 
Word of God declares would be accomplished by them 
in these latter times. 

It is natural that, in the presentation of facts at 
first thought so startling, the immediate effect of pro- 
claiming these new (yet not new) truths will bring 
opposition from some quarters where past beliefs are 
upset. But the evidence of racial movements through- 
out history, and the marks set forth by which the 
Israel of God was to be known in modern days, are so 
unmistakably clear that the failure to seriously con- 
sider the evidence will jeopardize the future welfare 
of the Anglo-Saxon race. For if the people of this race 
are the lineal descendants of the northern ten-tribed 
Kingdom of Israel — and they are — there has been 
placed upon them today a responsibility they cannot 
escape. The failure to awaken to the knowledge of 
their identity and assume their responsibility as the 
people with whom God made His unalterable cove- 
nants, and upon whom He laid His law, will bring 
upon them inevitable national suffering and trouble. 

Were the opponents of the identity right in their 
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assumptions, there would, of course, be no such re- 
sponsibility; but here again it is essential that the facts 
be made known. This Destiny is doing. The people 
themselves constitute the court of appeal and must 
render a decision as to whether the facts presented are 
correct or the objections raised are valid. It is also 
important to carefully consider that God Himself will 
pass final judgment in accordance with the verdict 
rendered by the people, bringing weal or woe upon 
the nations of Israel in days to come as the inevitable 
consequence of the course chosen and pursued. 

Let those who are opposed to proclaiming the 
identity ponder well the fact that they, too, have a 
tremendous personal responsibility. When it is uni- 
versally recognized that the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peo- 
ples are modern Israel, opponents of this truth who 
have succeeded in leading many astray, and hindered 
to that extent the national awakening and return to 
God in wholehearted acknowledgment of His sover- 
eignty and obedience to His laws, will discover that 
He will not hold them guiltless. 

God is not a man that He should lie and He gave 
His promise that Israel (He did not say Judah) would 
never cease to be a nation before Him. He gave the 
continuity of the heavenly signs as a guarantee of this 
(Jer. 31: 35-36). The Jewish Chronicle says, ‘Find this 
people’’ and Destiny points to the Anglo-Saxon-

Sometimes the objection is raised that, because we 
stress the Gospel of the Kingdom, we have failed to 
recognize the part personal salvation plays in the re- 
demptive plans of God.
